Banning of Carnival, 
Resolution Among 





The sum of “up to $75” was voted 
Monday night by the City Council to 
decorate a fitting float to represent 
this city in the Berkeley Yacht Harbor 
Pageant next week-end. The float 
will be arranged by the recreation de- 
partment, it was agreed by Thomas 
L. Farnsworth, superintendent. 
Telling of previous experience 
some years ago, City Clerk Herbert 
Brewer revealed that the city con- 
tracted to supply $300 for the construc- 
tion of a float in a parade, By the 
time all bills had been turned in, he 
said, the total cost ran well over $400. 

While the latter figure would be out 
of the question. it was pointed out 
by Mayor O. C. Yenne, he did feel thar 
a truly representative entry could be 
constructed for a reasonable sum such 
as the council had voted. 
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Its policy of keeping out carnivals 


here was continued by the City Coun- 
cil as by unanimous vote the applica- 
‘tion of the Joyland Shows was turned 
down.
